1. (Currently amended) A method for treating an anxiety disorder comprising 
simultaneously administering to a patient U pipamperone in a daily dose ranging between 
5 and 15 mg and ip a selective serotonin re-uptake inhibitor (SSRP, of the active 
ingredient, wherein said simultaneous administration of pipamperone and said SSRI a 
selective serotonin re uptake inhibitor (SSRI) is administered to the patient 
simultaneously with, separate from or sequential to the administration of pipamperone to 
augments the therapeutic effect of said SSRI or te provides a faster onset of the 
therapeutic effect of said SSRI , and wherein said SSRI is chosen from the group consisting 
of CITALOPRAM, fluoxetine, venlafaxine, fluvoxamine, paroxetine, sertraline, milnacipran 
and duloxetine, or a pro-drug or an active metabolite thereof, or a pharmaceuticals 
acceptable salt thereof .

10. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said serotonin re- 
uptake inhibitor is CITALOPRAM and wherein CITALOPRAM is administered in a dose 
ranging between 10 and 40 mg of the active ingredient .

64. (New) A method for treating an anxiety disorder in a patient comprising 
simultaneously administering to the patient i) pipamperone in a daily dose ranging 
between 5 and 15 mg and ii) a selective serotonin re-uptake inhibitor (SSRI), wherein 
said SSRI is chosen from the group consisting of CITALOPRAM, fluoxetine, venlafaxine, 
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fluvoxamine, paroxetine, sertraline, milnacipran and duloxetine, or a pro-drug or an 
active metabolite thereof, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

65. (New) The method of claim 64, wherein said serotonin re-uptake inhibitor is 
CITALOPRAM and wherein CITALOPRAM is administered in a dose ranging between 10 
and 40 mg. 

66. (New) The method of claim 1, where pipamperone and said selective 
serotonin re-uptake inhibitor (SSRI) are administered in a single pharmaceutical 
composition or formulation. 

67. (New) The method of claim 64, where pipamperone and said selective 
serotonin re-uptake inhibitor (SSRI) are administered in a single pharmaceutical 
composition or formulation. 
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
